Thus, the an- 
nouncement intimates, the problem of 
waning fuel supply has hit home to 
Americans, As a result of this report 
and because of the possibility that 
America may soon share with Europe 
the problem (of producing fuel oil 
artificially, the Carnegie Coal Confer- 
ence is being hailed as a timely event 
that may go far towards uncovering 
solutions to the waning fuel supply 
problem.

He 
is able te produce methanol which 
seems to possess all the qualities of 
wood alcohol; synthol, which is equiv- 
alent to high grade gasoline; and re- 
has manufactured a sub- 
stitute for benzine, Bergius reduces 
the coal to a paste and at a very high 
temperature and at high pressure com- 
bines it with hydrogen. The result- 
ing fluid has all the properties of 
crude petroleum and must be treat- 
ed in the same way in order to obtain 
gasoline and the other products of 
crude oll.

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The Advantages 
Presented of 
Tractor Farming

The follow ng article was published 
in the Farm Implement. News, ot 
Chicago, and present some very con- 
vincing arguments in favor of tractor 
farming: 

Modern labor conditions, with the 
scarcity of farm labor, have led to the 
substitution of mechanical power for 
hand labor. Larger mach nes have 
done their share to reduce the amount 
of farm labor necessary, and the 
tractor is the natural answer to the 
problem of future labor problems. 
The tractor, with its great economy 
and its adaptability to all kinds of 
farm work, is helping the farmers of 
the United States keep the balance 
on the profit side of the ledger. 

W.th the present comparative low 
price which the farmer receives for 
his product, he must lower his cost of 
production enough to swing from the 
loss to the profit side of the ledger. 
The only way that he can do this is 
to increase fthe amount of power 
used in farin production. 

Every neighborhood has a progres 
sive farmer who farms his 340 acre 
farm with the same amount or even 
less equipment than his_ inefficient 
neighbor who keeps two hired men 
and a pasture full of horses on his 
200 acre farm. It does not take 
mathematician to tell which farmer 
makes the money, 

The problem of earning a “Comfort- 
able living and 10 per cent” is that 
of doing more work with the same 
amount or even less labor than form- 
erly. What is the answer to this 
problem? Suceessful solut’ons are to 
be seen in every farming community 
in agricultural America, and the 
answer is cheaper power in the form 
of the modern farm tractor. 

W. E. Grimes, Professor of Agri: 
cultural Economics, Kansas State Ag: 
ricultural College says: “More effic- 
jent production of farm products 
rather than legislation is the most 
effective means of improving the in 
come of the farmers”. The most 
efficient production is that which re 
quires the’m nimum number of hours 
labor. This most efficient production 
| can be attained in practically every 
case only by the use of the tractor.

The tractor enables the farmer to 
farm h’s ground in such a way as to 
get the maximum return, Using hors- 
es, the farmer cannot plow his ground 
properly because of the lack of suffi- 
cient power, Very little of the ground 
that is plowed by horse power is 
plowed deep enough to insure the 
maximum crop yield. 

Prof, W. W. Burr, head of the De- 
partment of Agronomy at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska, says: “Farmers 
generally have not plowed as deep 
as they should have plowed, On the 
lighter soils adapted to the growing of 
small grains, and under dry conditions 
we recommend plowing to depth of 
4 to 5 inches. On the average I would 
say that fall plowing is not done’ as 
early as it should be. The earlier 
seedbed preparations usually gives the 
higher yields.” ‘

Last February the Standard pub- 
lished an article suggesting that a 


rest room for tarm ladies and children } 


Was very badly needed in Strathmore, 
and that it would be porfitable bust-

The Mun.cipality of Bow Valley 
have offered to make a grant of $50 
towards sanitary conveniences, but the 
Standard cannot see that a capital in- 
vestment of this amount. which rep- 


; t€sents an annual contribution of about 


three dollars would be of much as- 
sistance. 

The Strathmore Council offered to 
erect sanitary conveniences in the 
park if Bow Valley would make an 
annual contribution for regular main 
tenance and care. 


While public sanitary accomodation } 
' 


is no doubt very convenient for 
transient people, they do not in any 
measure make up the lack of a Rest 
Room for the farm ladies and their 
children, 

When a@ farmer’s) wife comes to 
town and makes her purchases at the 
stores, which, on the average, will not 
occupy but a very limited time, she 
has no place where she can go, and 
rest, and meet her friends and ac- 
quaintances, 

The merchants are only too glod to 
have them remain in the store, but 
the fact remains that when they have 
completed their purchases, they do not 
larry long. 

If a Rest Room were provided, to- 
gether with sanitary conveniences, 
and a few papers and magasines 
added, the farmer’s wife would not 
find the time dragging when friend 
husband was delayed a little while he 
settled matters of state down at the 
barber shop, garage, or Hotel. 

The farm women would have an op- 
portunity of meeting their friends in 
congenial surroundings that would 
carry with it all the attractions of an 
old time ‘quilting bee”.
